The schools 
have been closed and the soldiers lodg- 
ed therein. 


The naval authorities of Toulon have 


been ordered to expedite the prepara- 
tions for fitting out a new squadron of 
war ships.

When they 


arrived upon the scene and called for 
Burke they were greeted by a fusillade 
from the negroes concealed in ambush 
In the bushes surrounding the house ana 
in the house itsMf. 
Sibley fell dead at 


the first volley, ar,<J three more white 
members of the cr^v.'d—Jcimes Johnson 
James Hamilton ar.<l James Wells—werr 
wounded. The v;hil:a r"-turned the fire, 
but were unablp tu do n,i:y execution, as 
their asral'ai.to v-^ore 
<ul 
concealed. 


There wore not m,,r-p thun cJsht men in 
the white crov. tl, LIJU, finding it im- 
possible to rc£\r^ t-uLi tivc-ly, they dis- 
appeared tov.-ard Ka.rrjTSville. 
It wa? 


not known at tnr> ilmc ir.ai. Siblpy v.-as 
injured, but upon a return to the scene 
Sunday mo:Ti!i;ff he was found dead in 
th«> yard. 
The /icunCcd deputies were 


able to get buck to ihe town with the 
assistance of thc-ir comrades. This oc- 
currence took place early in the night. 


When the crowd returned to Harpers- 


TiUe. the news spread like wildfire. Dur- 
ing the night a larg-e crowd gathered 
from the neighborhood and lm.mp-dia.tely 
went to Eurire's house, getting from his 
mother the names of the parties who 
ambushed the men the niffht before. In 
all there were about 40 negroes who bed 
gathered to prevent the arrest of Burke. 
AH of them had fied. Then the pursuit 
and search for the proscribed darkiea 
began. 
According to the statement of 


re-Hable citisens, six negroes were found 
and killed by the armed citizens before 
the sheriff arrived. 
Sheriff Stevenson 


was wired from Harperaville of the 
threatening condition of affairs, and he 
was asked to get together a posse and 
go at once to Harpers vile. The sheriff 
lives at Morton, 10 miles from the scene. 
Gathering a 
posse of 20 or 30 men, 


the sheriff started at once for the place. 
When he arrived in the afternoon he was 
joined by crowds of citizens until a con- 
servative estimate placed the number tt-t 
over 300 men. 
Immediately after le&v 


ing the house v;here the first tragedy 
was conini!ttcrrl the negroes scattered. 
Tho sheriff'c pursuit resolved Itself into 
a chape of the n-egrae? implicated and 
not of a mob which Is Icc^ping together, 
as was first rep. rUd.

sage states that thivemore negroes have 
been found arc! liillcd, making a total 
of nine to dste with about 40 more to be 
heard from.

average deposit was $135, while that of 
1387 was $316, which is three times as 
large as that of 1820 and is larger than 
that of any European country today. 
Tbe savings banks of tho United States 
havo an aggregate deposit twice as largo 
as that of Germany, and Germany loads 
both England and France.—Exchange.

WHERE TOE PEACE ENVOYS MEET. 


Is now the focus of American interest 
on account of something more vitally 
important, nt any rate to them.

No 
one here probably knows anything abont 
it but the commissioners, and they will 
not talk.

I comstances must they agree to the per- 
manent alienation of tho Philippines 
from Spain, but that shonld the neces- 
sity ariso they might nnder pressure 
consent to the temporary occupation of 
the island of Luzon by the Americans. 


Whatever truth there may be in tho 


above reports, there can bo no doubt 
that tiio commissioners of Spain intend 
to make a most determined fight, not 
only for tho retention of the Philippine 
islands, bnt also for relief from tho 
enormous Cnban debt. That they will 
fail in both particulars there is no 
doubt. They will of course recede from 
thoir first demands and agree to take 
much less than they originally demand- 
ed, hut tho question naturally arises, 
"Will they consent to the conditions 
deemed imperative by tho American 
commissioner!!';" I doubt that they will. 
I am far from certain that the labors of 
Ihe commissioners will result in remov- 
ing the difficulties in the path of secur- 
ing a treaty of peace between tho Unit- 
ed States and Spain. 80 far hostilities 
have only been suspended, bat peace 
has not been declared. 


Tho Spanish are a pecnliar people, 


and disasters that would crnsh other 
people only depress them temporarily. 
With a surprising bnoyancy and elas- 
ticity of spirit, like the fabled phcnix, 
they have already arisen from the 
ashes of defeat and are soaring aloft, 
oLliviuuB of pa&t rcvev&os :>:ul a.s :,;m- 
gnine of the future and as vainglorious 
as before. They are now talking of 
building a navy to replace tho ships do 
strayed by Dowey and Sohloy and are 
dreaming of restoring again to Spain tho 
naval prestige she at one time possess- 
ed. A people so sanguine and mercurial 
learn little by defeat. I will not be at 


•II surprised if at eomo critical stage in 
the deliberations of the commissioners 
tho Spanish hidalgos bring the confer- 
ence suddenly to an end and leave the 
affair unsettled. 


I do not think that the American mm- 


mlsslonors have finally adopted a plau 
of settlement. They have their instruc- 
tions as to the minimnm to be accepted,

Tlio paluco of tho ministry of foreign 


affairs, wheru thfl American uu<l Span- 
ish omnmiftsiouors meet, io one of the 
most splendid aruhitDcturul raonnmenta 
in Paris. It Btauds on the Quui d'Orsay, 
with its priuuiptil facade overlooking 
tho Seine, und extends from tho cham- 
ber of deputies to the esplanade of the 
Invalided, now being transformed to 
form part of tho exposition of 1900. 
Tho foundation stouts of tho building 
was laid by Gnii'ot in 1840, but it was 
not completed till 18r,2. 


It is tho depository of the traditions 


of statecraft and intcruutiouul corre- 
spondence! from tho timo when Sully, 
in tho roign of Henri IV, raised diplo- 
macy to a Mience. Among its treasures 
ore letters written by Richelieu, Oliver 
Cromwell, Muzarin, Colbert, Benjamin 
Franklin, Jefferson, Nnpoleon, Talley- 
rand, Uwizot, PalmerBtou, Thiers, Beac- 
onsii'jhl, Bismarck and many more that 
st:in:pe{l their glyphs deeply upon the 
piigo ot" liuuir.n history. In the room 
whoro tho rainiKtoi of foreign affairs 
dooN much of his work is a center table 
upon \vhich v/aa signed on Sept. Ji, 
l'8!i, tho treaty of peace between the 
United States and Grout Britain, by 
which Qtorge III recognized the inde- ' 
pendenee of the revolted colonies. 
, 


In the fciillu dus Ambassadeurs, where 


tho American and Spanish peace com- 
nueFioDors meet, the peace commission- 
ers of the great powers held thoir ses- 
sions after tho Crimean war in 1'ebru- 
oiy, 1850, and drew up tho treaty of 
Paris. Many of tho provisions of this 
treaty, cncu as those relating to priva- 
teering and issuing letters of nmrqno, 
aro still in force. A largo painting by 
Dnbuffo hangs on tho eastern wall of 
the room und contains excellent por- 
traits of tho commissioners. 


Apparently a great change baa taken 


pined in public sentiment here with re- 
gard to tho United States within the 
last few months. Dewoy's victory at Ma- 
nila and tho destruction of Cervera's 
Sect were doubtless potent influences in 
producing this altered state of feeling. 
So for as the great bulk of tho popula- 
tion of Paris is concerned, I imagine-, 
they think of tho Americana very much 
the same now as they did before and 
during the war and love and respect the 
Spaniards just as little as they have 
done any time within the last few hun- 
dred years. I fancy the reported French 
hostility to the United States in conse- 
quence of the war with Spain was 
largely newspaper talk and attributed 
to the 
public feelings it did not 


share. Doubtless official Paris and those 
interested in Spanish bonds favored 
Spain more at the commencement of the 
war. That they did so from love of 
Spain or that any elevated sentiment 
nnderlay this preference I do not think, i 
but even official Paris is all smiles now 
where Americans aro concerned. They 
practically have the freedom of the oity 
conferred upon them individnally and 
collectively and, jnu^tjank now as the j 
most favored nation.

practice of bM.Dff election hopes and fears 
on the betting odds is of long standing in 
New York, and !• yearly becoming more 
general. Thin year, at) usual, there are 
many who swm to believe that the but- 
ting docldus the voting, and the stranger 
listening at tho gathurlug pluoes of the 
politloUuis or the ordinary reader of cwr- 
talu journojls might tuirtlr conclude the 
trend of the wagers to be a well nigh in- 
fallible guide. 


Kot a day pa&e*c that the newpapors 


do not print elaborate articles showing 
the betting to ba more fnrorable tlmn 
theretofore for this candldutu or that cue. 
Not ft political club or party heudquortors 
or a favorite resort and scarcely a business 
offico or exchange cuu be found wheiu tho 
bottling U not the subject of more or less 
serious discussion. Betting on the Stock 
Exchange, however, though lively enough 
until a few days ago, has now boon for- 
bidden undtr the rule adopted lut year. 


The B*ttinv IllastOB. 


As a matter of oold verity, betting goes 


tho wrong way as often us the right one, 
though last year it was in accord with the 
facts. Moat political wagers are laid ac- 
cording to the prejudices and not the 
judgment of tbe layers. Evon when pro- 
fessional gamblers are the Interested pur- 
ties the information on which tho hotting 
is based Is generally secured from a parti- 
san source, and the odds are determined 
by Borne superstition or some queer hap- 
pening much oftecer than you would sup- 
pose. 


The greatest betting y«»r In* the history 


of New York was 1888, when Harrison 
ran for president the first time and Clovo- 
land tho second. The tape was virtually 
neglected in the offices of the broken* that 
the odds might be studied and taken ad- 
vantage of, wbile betting superseded trad- 
Ing on the Stock Exchange to a remorkablo 
degree. On the day before olccti^a little 
business of any sort was done on the floor 
but betting, and, whilo there wore necee- 
BarlJy as many gamblers on Harrison as 
on Clevalaudt it IB still remembered with 
pain by many who lost on thafc election 
that the odds were generally in Cleveland's 
favor. 


General C. H. T. Col Ha, the same who 


has recently been the subject of Tammany 
charges with reference to certain asphalt 
pavements, was ono of the few Republican 
bettors who ware willing to put up their 
money on the party candidate without 
asking odds. 
General Coll is ventured 


$13,000 in all, handling it for John L. 
Hill of Philadelphia. At the close of tbe 
exchange day on Mov. 7, 1888, there waft 
at least ? 36, 000 of Democratic money 
offered tor which no Republican money 
Was matched at any odds at nil. In nil 
more than 82,000,000 was up in election 
bets that year here in Kew York, and Nov. 
8 Was a great day of reckoning. 


Betting; For tbe Committee, 


It was in 1888 that Colonel H. L. 


fiworda won his reputation as tbe nervy 
representative of the Republican national 
campaign ooranii je among the bettors. 
For some time beioro the election Colonel 
Swords used every evening to go to the 
Hoffman House, then, as now, the most 
popular place in Mew York among the 
Democrats, bis pockets fairly bulging 
with rolls of back notes'. Hio bats were 
generally "even up, ' ' though he sometimes 
got odds. One of bis biggest wagers was 
of $10,000, Dave Gideon taking the Cleve- 
land end of the stick. Four years later, 
in 1S92, Colonel Swords did mighty little 
betting and possibly none at all for the 
Republican committee, from whioh It 
might with a fair degree of safety be in- 
ferred that election hopes may bo consid- 
ered fairly well founded vr hen based on 
the betting of a man like Colonel Swords. 
His winnings amounted to about, (60,000 
in all. 


The Hon. Matthew Stanley Qnay of 


Pennsylvania, whose name haa appeared in 
the news a good deal this fall, was well 
represented in the N«w York election bet- 
ting in 1888, and the winnings of himself 
and the syndicate whioh he represented 
wero rumored to be in the neighborhood 
of $100,000. Tho HOB. Joseph Rickey of 
Missouri, extensive dealer In horses and 
Inventor of tbe seductive drink that bears 
his name, made a lot of beta on Cleveland, 
and lost them all, of course. In the aggre- 
gate the 
Rickey shortage must have 


amounted to $30,000. Rickey was one of 
tho most enthusiastic believers in -"Cleve- 
land luck" in town that year, and some 
of bis latest and heaviest bets were mado 
on tho night of election, after tbe early 
news indicating Harrison's election bad 
been received. Edward JJ. Stokes, pro- 
prietor of tbe Hoflruan House, lost a pot 
of money on Cleveland, yet came off a 
winner through hedging and big win* 
nings on tho Hon. David Bennett Hill's 
election to the governorship of this state 
and the Hon. Hugh J. Grant's election to 
the mayoralty of this oity. 


Grief and Joy In Bettlnff. 


One of the most enthusiastic bettors on 


Cleveland in 1888 was a newspaper writer, 
to bo nameless here, who had boon famous 
as the most Influential dmmntlo critic in 
all New York. This man raised every 
cent ho could rake nnd scrape in order to 
make what ho considered a proper wager, 
going so far even as to mortgage his 
home, which hod been bought with tbo 
savings of years of theatrical writing. He 
lost it all, of course, and it broke bis spirit 
KM well an his poeketbook. 


This sad cn% was offset by that of an- 


other nowapnper. man in 1892. Ho was 
also n Cleveland enthusiast, end he pat up 
all tho money he had and all ho could bor- 
row besides. A fortnight before tho elec- 
tion bo did little else but bet whatever 
money he could lay hands on each njorn- 
iPK, whilo ho devoted tho remainder of 
the day to gcraping a little more together. 
When election day rolled round and the 
votes wero counted, he found himself 
nearly $1)0,000 tho richer. Unlike rnnny 
another lucky election gambler, he has 
never bet on a subsequent) election and is 
not In tho country at all this fall. 


As you faavo probably noticed' by the 


dispatches, tho betting which was pretty 
lively on tho governorship at tho begin- 
ning of the present campaign, with the 
odds strong for Roosevelt, ban now become 
much quloter. It will probably revive 
swain Iwfore the election, aiiim the nondl- 
tiono and tho candidates eecm this year to 
be ideal for the fttinuilatlon of the Imagi- 
nation amonx tho» who esjoy hazarding 
tbefr money in bets. 


Few froak beta have yet been heard of 


this yunr, but all the old standby* will 
doubtless turn up in time.

of success. HP would not do this, he 
saya, \ve^e the jj'itsent force to be kept 
there, as it then insured a capture, 
which he believed would terminate the 
war. In a letter to General Shafter 
July 2, the admiral paid: "It Is not so 
much the loss of men a« It is the loss of 
fthipa which has until now deterred me 
from makiag a direct attack upon the 
ships within the port."

Washington, Oct. 24.—Information re- 


ceived here indicates the eicIted condi- 
tion of the loyal cltizene of Spain, par- 
ticularly those of the governmental 
party, over the latest reported move- 
ments of the Spanish pretender and his 
followers. 
The Spandah public is deeply stirred 


over the disclosures made by the secret 
officials of the government that tfee Oar- 
lists have recently succeeded in ship- 
ping 10,OeO modern rifles and RJI abun- 
dance of ammunition from Franc* Into 
the Pyrenees mountains, where they 
have been storod in the convent* of the 
Franciscan monke, and can be obtained 
at any time when the word is given to 
strike a blow aguiiuwt the government 
and depose Alfonso. 


Notwithstanding that strenuous ef- 


forts have been made to prevent the 
concentration of arms along the fron- 
tier, the Oarilsts have been too shrewd 
for the officials, and have succeeded in 
establishing a base of supplies which 
will be of.eaey acceas.

Havana, Oct. 24.—There waa a demon- 


stration of the displeasure of the city 
officials at the non-payment of arrears 
of salary Saturday, when about 200 en- 
tered the city hall, a clamorous mob, and 
demanded ^aym^t. The regular jruard 
betas* unable to disperse the crowd and 
fearing to take drastic measures, the 
civil governor was advised of the situa- 
tion. H« appeared on the scene, ad- 
dressed the crowd and ordered immediate 
dispersal under fhpeat of a loss of present 
position in the municipal service. His 
energetic stand had the desired effect, 
but unless back salaries are paid, there 
v/ill be serious trouble.

SUICIDES IN BOSTON 


Three Women Sought the Quietude 


of the Grave. 


Laudanum, Arsenic and a Fall 


the Methods. 


On§ Deaf and Fatal Results Probablt In the 


Other Cases 


Boston, Oct. 24.—Two women attempt - 


td to take their lives yesterday, and the 
fact that another woman had success- 
fully done so two days before is now first 
made public. Two of the women, with 
the female tendency when they'peek to 
destroy themselves, used poison, and the. 
other sought a violent death by leaping 
from a window to a stone pavement. 
The woman who is dead, Ella Smith of 
South Boston, glided into her eternal 
sleep helped on by laudanum; the women 
who It Is thought are dying are Martha 
Durat of no ono knows where and Mrs. 
Eugene Manning of the same address. 


The case about which most mystery 


hangs is that of a woman whose only 
name, so fa» as known, is Mrs. Eugene 
Manning. It \«a she who chose to try 
to end her life by jumping from a win- 
dow of the Boston hotel, where she reg- 
istered with a man. At the city hospi- 
tal symptoms were expected to develop 
at almost any time which would indi- 
cate Internal injuries of such a nature 
that a fatal outcome would be certain. 
In her fall she fractured her pelvis bone 
and bruised heraelf frightfully about 
the abdomen and lower back. She has 
been unconscious from the time she 
struck the aldewalk. and while her con- 
dition has not yet developed sufficiently 
to show whether or not Internal Injuries 
were caused, it IB thought almost im- 
possible that ehe should have escaped 
them. She is in a very bad condition. 


Of the woman wfio succeeded in kill- 


Ing herself tt is known and acknowledged 
by relative.) that she had been drinking 
for some days bafore her death, and in 
all probability took her life In the de- 
spair that dog* dissipation. Ai small 
bottle, with a little laudanum still In it, 
was found beneath fhe couch on which 
she had been found sleeping:. 


On Saturday evening a young woman 


appeared at 13 Pelham street and askecl 
for a room. She gave her name as 
Marfcha Durat. She was given a room 
and retired early. At times before she 
went upstaJrc she appeared nervous, but 
each time controlled herself and suc- 
ceeded in maintaining a calm, lady-like 
demeanor. 


After her retirement not a sound was 


heard from her until 12:30 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon. Then one of the lodgers 
passing through the hall thought he 
heard someone "groaning-a* If in distress 
and notified the landlady. . Everyone had 
arisen and gone out of the house, ex- 
cept Miss Durat, and U was soon ascer- 
tained that the groans came from her 
room. The unlocked door was entered 
and tha young wojmnn discovered writh- 
ing In bed. Beside the bed was a box 
•till containing arsenic In powder form, 
with enough gone—If the box was full 
wh-en Mies Dur&t began to take it—to 
kill half a dozen rr,«n. She was asked to 
name some r«Iative or people to notify, 
but steadily r*ftised to tell of anyone 
who mlffht be Interested In her. From 
what she said It !a jj^ferred that Durat 
Is not really her name. Tha' she has 
had trouble of some sort, and that she 
sought to erd it by leaving it behind 
her, she do-es not deny, but asks, "Why 
couldn't you have lot m« die? Why 
can't I die if I wish to?" Her speech is 
refined, her every action ladylike, and 
her whole ambition now to keep h«r 
Identity a secret.

Tho home 
organisation is most beautifully construct- 
ed. Eiluu has gone, the bowers are all 
broken down, the animals that Adam j 
stroked with his hand that morning when 
> 


they came up to get their names have 
since shot forth tusk and sting and growl- , 
ed panther at panther, and midair iron 
beaks plunge till with clotted wing and 
eyeless socket* tbe twain come whirling' 
down from under tho sun iu blood and 
flro. Eden has gone, but there Is just one 
little fragment left. It floated down on 
the river Hlddekel out of paradise. It is 
the marriage institution. It does not, as 
at the beghmlpg, take away from man » 
rib.

Just glance back at some 
Df his productions with which the public 
is most familiar: "The Parisian Ro- 
mance," "Prince Karl," "Dr. Jekyll and 
Mr.Hyde," "Nero," "Richard thfThird,"

Juan," which Mansfield admitted that 
he wrote, and "Beau Brummel," which

The history of "Cyrano de Bergerac" 


before it was attempted in England is 
almost as interesting as the story of 
the play itself, it was produced at the 
Porte St. Martin theater, Paris, DPC. 28, 
3S97, with Coquelin in the title role. On 
the Tnorning of Dec. 29, 1S97, Edmond 
Rostand, the author, was famous, and 
Coquelin had added another to his long 
list of triumphs.' About six months lat- 
er the same actor tonk his production 
intact to Ix>ndon, where it was pre- 
sented—of course In French. Henry 
Irving had meanwhile secured the Eng- 
lish rights for the United Kingdom; but, 
possibly discouraged by his recent non- 
successful ventures at production dur- 
ing the past winter, he was, according 
to report, about to give It up, when 
Coquelin arrived upon the scene. His 
success In the British capital caused 
Mr. Irving to change his mind. 


Mr. Mansfield had read of the wonder- 


ful play, and he succeeded in securing 
the American rights, but not until after 
it was too late for the author to protect 
himself under the copyright law in this 
country. A number of English transla- 
tions had already been made, and they 
were public property, so far aa the 
United States was concerned. Mans- 
field, however, determined to keep faith 
with the author and to send htm his 
royalties as they became due, an agree- 
ment which he has religiously kept,-as 
In fact he does all of his undertHkfntrn.
